Farmer Dies 


In Fire After 


ABILENE, Kas.—(#)—An eld- 
erly farmer went berserk early yes- 
terday and fatally shot a sheriff 
and his deputy, and died himself 
in the flames that tonsumed his 
house, County Attorney John Rugh 
reported. 

Rugh said the farmer also shot 
and wounded his housekeeper, his 
brother-in-law and a neighbor. The 
three are in a hospital in “fair con- 
dition.” 

According to thé county attor- 
ney, Charles K. Rush, about 65, 
shot and killed Dickinson County 
Sheriff E. F. Davis, 38, and his 
deputy, who was also the sheriff's 
brother, Milton L. Davis, 58. 

Rugh said the bodies of the two 
men were badly burned and it was 
not possible to determine whether 
Rush was wounded in an exchange 
of gunfire before the flames 
reached him. His body was found 
in a rear bedroom, while those of 
the peace officers were found at 
two side doors. 


Rugh reconstructed the incident 
as follows: 

About 6:00 a. m. Rush went ber- 
serk. He shot his housekeeper 
Mrs. Mae Pettriess, about 65, an 
his brother-in-law, Mervin Franks, 
who also lives in the house. The 
housekeeper shot in the abdomen, 
and Franks, wounded in the face, 
ran from the house. 

Rush went outside and poured 
gasoline around the base of his 
eight-room, two-story house 
set it afire.

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In Opposition to the Truman Bill 


We long ago announced our opposition 
to President Truman’s compulsory health 
insurance program. 


We do not regard it as any more so- 
cialistic than the general theory of Social 
Security legislation which generally is 
accepted and approved. Indeed, we think 
it unfortunate the legislation was assailed 
as “socialized medicine.” 


We oppose it because of a lingering 
faith in the idea that we must retain as 
much State and local control as possible 
in those fields where it is practical. We 
oppose it, too, because it does make pos- 
sible bureaucratic control of hospitals 
and because it would sef up a faction of 
doctors, almost inevitably the least suc- 
cessful and able, who would clamor for 
more and more control of\medicine. 


We do believe that some form of aid 
to the States should be supplied, for ad- 
ministration by the States, so as to assist 
the already overburdened doctors, who 
give much of their time to charity, so that 
those unable to obtain medical care may 
do so. What form this would take we do 
not suggest. There are bills before the 
Congress, one of them submitted by Sen. 


Our Catholic Friends in 


We note with regret that the Na- 
tional Catholic Educational Association 
has adopted a resolution at its recent ses- 
sion in Philadelphia asking for Federal 
aid to the Catholic Parochial schools on 
the basis that such aid should be granted

The Makings of an Ideological A-Bomb? 


WASHINGTON—An incident occurred recently in one of the European countries behind the iron

At Belgrade in Yugoslavia, which is under 
the dominance of the Soviet Union, the American 
Embassy added to its library of information fur- 
nished by the State Department a copy of the 
latest mail order catalog of Sears, Roebuck & 
Company, the great American mail order house. 
It was offered as a part of the literature which 
our Embassy makes available to Yugoslavs who 
wish to read something about America. 


Shortly thereafter a rather amazing thing 
happened. As word of the catalog became 
whispered about, the Embassy was beseiged 
with callers who wanted to have a look at it. 
According to our officials there, residents of 
Marshal Tito’s capital flocked to the Ameri- 
can Embassy in droves and even formed lines 
clear around the block while waiting their 
turn for a look at the catalog. 


And that wasn’t all. The curious crowds 
were not merely curious. They wanted to buy 
some of the things they saw listed. Great num- 
bers of them rushed back to the bank to convert 
the equivalent of $6 in Yugoslav currency, which 
is the legal limit for each individual, into dollar 
drafts with which to order some of the goods. 
So many applications swamped the bank that 
the drafts were banned. 

We may assume that the Yugoslavs were tre- 
mendously impressed with the variety and qual- 
ity of American goods that are available for 
sale here. Over there many things are still 
scarce and not to be found even at a premium. 
Moscow, it would appear, has been’ doing little 
to help Tito’s heretical Communist regime sup- 
1 A ay people with the consumer goods they 
need. 


The same is true of all the lands within 
the Kremlin’s orbit. Not being able to supply 
the people with the goods and services that 
are commonplace here, the Soviet propagand- 
ists have been feeding out the line that our 
people are worse off here than there. 

It all fits into. the theme developed by former 
British Prime Minister Winston Churchill ih his 


“imperialistic, warmongering” capitalistic sys- 
Boston speech a short while back. He suggested 
that the Soviets fear our friendship more than 
our hostility. What he meant was that the men 
of the Kremlin do not want a friendly relation- 
ship with us because they do not want their 
people to know how well off the people here 
are in comparison. These things, such as the 
listings in our mail order house catalogs, they 
would have the people kept in ignorance of. 

If the peoples under Soviet dominance knew 
of conditions here under our capitalistic system 
—the great quantity and variety of goods and 
services available at reasonable prices — they 
might rise up and revolt for something of the 
kind for themselves. They might just possibly 
get the idea that Communism is not all it is 
cracked up to be. 

It is to the advantage of Uncle Joe Stalin 
and his Kremlin associates to keep the people 
in as much ignorance of these matters as possible. 
He probably remembers the.advice given him in 
a facetious vein by President Roosevelt during 
one of their wartime meetings when they were 
talking about educational programs: “Don’t edu- 
cate your people too much, Uncle Joe,” the Presi- 
dent said to him, “they might leave you”—or 
something to that effect. 


Judging from what happened several days 
ago at Belgrade, perhaps the best ideological 
weapon we could use to counteract Soviet 
propaganda against us would be to distribute 

._ @ few catalogs of the kind gotten out annu- 
ally by Sears, Roebuck, Montgomery, Ward, 
and the other big mail order houses of the 
United States. 


If we could get these bulky books around to 
the people for them to see, it would give them 
a better idea of what really goes on over here. 
It might make them feel a bit unsatisfied with 
their present lot. Certainly it would disabuse 
their minds of the thought, planted by the So- 
viet propagandists, that America is a poorhouse 
of economic and social miseries. The mail order 
house catalogs may have the makings of an ideo- 


logical A-bomb.

These twin truisms are relevant at the mo- 
ment, because developments at the Pentagon at 
last hold out some hope for rational, which 
means economical, American defense planning. 
After nearly four years of ill-concealed failure 
to agree on a unified strategic concept, the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff have at last got down to business. 
Perhaps they may fail in thetr task, which is 
essentially to slice away the unnecessary ex- 
crescences put out by each service in order to 
compete with the others. But at any rate they are 
trying. 


The background of this event is interesing 
and important. The story may be considered to 
begin with the President’s order, placing a $15,- 
900,000,000 ceiling on defense spending this year. 
The order was originally issued last Spring. The 
grave danger of slowing the tempo of American 
rearmament (which has been the immediate ef- 
fect of this order) has often been pointed out 
in this space. It must be said in justice, there- 
fore, that part of the blame lies with the mili- 
tary chiefs themselves. : 


From the end of the war onward, each 
service had followed the practice of prepar- 
ing its own independent program and budget. 
All three programs and budgets had then 
been added together, without reference to 
any agreed long-range plan positively allot- 
ting roles and missions fo each service. 


There was also something close to an unspoken 
rule, that if one service got a billion, the others 
had a right to a billion also. And violent recrimi- 
nations ensued if any service chief tried to 
suggest that his colleagues’ plans were a bit 
ambitious, as Gen. Carl A. Spaatz did about the 
Naval air program when rearmament began last 
Spring. 


The President’s budget ceiling order should 
have ended this state of affairs immediately. It 
did not do so, simply-because the service chiefs 
shared the general expectation that the occupant 
of the White House would not now be Harry S. 
Truman. Consequently, Truman’s re-election, and 
subsequent insistence on his budget ceiling, 
caught the services totally unprepared. The out- 
come was the present scrambled together mili- 
tary budget, which was prepared on the old 
principle of “a pistol for the rat, a pistol for the 
badger, a pistol for the mole.” 


Until this time Secretary of Defense 
James V. Forrestal had perforce followed a 
plan of letting time and public opinion pro- 
mote service unification. His detractors, who 
are either ignorant or malicious or both, for- 
get that if he had adopted strong-arm meth- 
ods at the first, he would have had to put on 
the retirement list most of the American 
senior officers, especially in the Navy. 


The knowledge of the gross inadequacy of 
the combat strength provided in the present 
budget had the sobering effect on the services 
that Forrestal had been hoping for. Early in 
December, the Joint Chiefs of Staff began meet- 
ing twice a week instead of once, in order to 
get to real grips with their problem. Shortly 
thereafter, on Forrestal’s motion, General of 
the Army Dwight D. Eisenhower was brought 
to Washington to serve as an impartial arbiter. 
And the process was speeded up further, until 
it reached the present tempo of almost continu- 
ous hard work. : 


If the final decisions are bold eoungh, 
the program of each service will be exactly 
tailored to carry out clearly defined roles and 
missions, which will in turn be determined 
by agreed, long-range strategic plans. This 
will mean more real combat potential for 
the money invested. 


But there is also another kind of economy 
which the services might investigate, that differs 
from the economy derived from true unifica- 
tion. The Army, for instance, has 10 combat 
divisions out of a total of 692,000 troops and 
370,000 civilians in its employ. The soldiers are 
the most expensive in the world. The civilians 
are even more costly than the soldiers. And 
there is no defending the ratio between the total 
of this expensive manpower and the small per- 
centage in fully organized combat units. In this 
the other services are also at fault. Perhaps an 
attempt at more economical ‘nternal organiza- 
tion will follow the present effort to achieve true 
unification. : 

Meanwhile it is vital to note that economical 
military planning is at last being attempted. The 
extravagances of the past must not be used as 
a sort of red herring, to confuse the argument 
about whether Soviet rearmament demands the 
strengthening of the West.

Ts a Little Cynical About Those Slums 


WASHINGTON—You’ve probably been seeing in the 


papers lately pictures of horrified Senators 


inspecting some of America’s worst back-alley slums. Soon you'll be seeing the same gentlemen in 
the newsreels picking their way through the ‘trash heaps. 


And always in the background of every photo . 


and movie is a glimpse of the Capitol dome, spar- 
kling in the sunlight, not two blocks away. 
Sen. Homer Ferguson, of Michigan, and I, 
hate to sound synical about this admitted blot 
on the nation’s capital, but we're beginning 
to wonder whether somebody’s keeping these 
filthy shanties in use on purpose. They come to 
public attention every year or two, when there's 
a low-rent housing bill before Congress. The 
lawgivers take a look, shudder at the sight, and 
pass the bill. f 


And the alleys get a little dirtier, a 
little smellier and a little mere overcrowded 
until the next time a housing is up. Local 
authorities blame Congress itself for not giv- 
ing them the money and the authority to 
rebuild these ancient crannies where there 
is no running water except at an alley 
spigot, and even electric lights are non- 

tent. 


Some of the buildings were condemned more 
than 20 years ago, but they still contain people, 
in some cases a dozen to a room. Throughout 
the area are no-dumping signs; some of these are 
obscured by heaps of rubbish. Why the laws are 
not enforced, at least, the Senator does not un- 
derstand, but you can’t blame him for wondering. 


And here we are again with a new na- 
tional housing bill on tap, one which is ex- 
pected to call for the spending of $15,000,- 
000,000 in the next 40 years and to provide 
decent housing for 810,000 families. 


Some legislators think that is too much money. 
But most agree that it really isn’t enough. As 
Sen. Willis Robertson, of Virginia, put it, there 
are 7,000,000 families in need of homes; to fin- 
ish the job would cost $200,000,000,000. 


Sen. Robert A. Taft, of Ohio, who became 
interested in the housing problem of his na- 
tive Cincinnati and who had a large part in 
the drafting of the bill, feels the solution 
over the years won’t be quite that costly. 
If building costs ever come down a good 
many millions will be willing and able to 
buy their own homes, he expects. And this 
bill in his opinion is about the only thing 
the Government can do to get started be- 

on a scheme to give everybody a 
proper piace to live. 


So there were the gentlemen debating the 
bill, with frequent references to the horrid slums 
almost under their noses, and I must report that 
they got into‘some weird arguments. There was, 
for insance, the amendment of ‘Sen. John Bricker, 
of Ohio, to keep Government employees out of 
low-rent projects. An excellent idea, cried Sen. 
Homer E. Capehart, of Indiana. They’ve got 
steady jobs, he said, and certainly they can 
afford to pay for their own homes. He said he 
defied anybody to argue otherwise. A dozen 
Senators jumped up. 

“What if the country falls on evil days and 
the WPA, God bless its soul, has to be resur- 
rected. Won’t its workers be Government em- 
oi qa asked Sen. Ralph Flanders, of Ver- 
mon 


“And wouldn’t it bar the charwomen who 


clean our offices?” roared Sen. Charles W.' Tobey, 
of New. Hampshire. 


Sen. Capehart said if their wages were that 
low, Congress ought to raise ’em. Sen. William 
Langer, of North Dakota, said he’d tried. And 
so on all afternon. What happens to the alleys 
twisting almost in the shadow of the dome is a 
small part of the national picture, but Sen. 
Ferguson and I are interested, anyhow. We've 
still got our doubts.

The Bureau of Agricultural Economics antici- 
pates that 1949 income from farm marketings 
will run to $27,500,000,000. That’s down $3,500,- 
000,000, or 11 percent, from 1948’s all-time high 
of $31,000,000,000. But it’s slightly above the $26,- 
234,000,000 farm income Brannan considers nec- 
essary to provide farmers with a standard of 
living consistent with what they have had over 
the past 10 years. 

Brannan’s long-term purpose is to cushion 


farm marketings from such declines as $14,600,- 


000,000 in 1919 to $8,150,000,000 in 1921, or $11,- 


300,000,000 in 1929 to $4,700,000,000 in 1932. He 
wants to substitute comparative stability for peri- 


odic bankruptcies. His argument: A well-to-do 


farm community can afford the automobiles, elec- 
. tricity, television sets, vacuum cleaners, farm ma- 


chinery, clothes, etc., which city dwellers make. 


In the modern economy the farmer is the vic- 


tim of price changes—just as the factory worker 
is the victim of unemployment. The Brannan plan 
provides the farmer with what is tantamount to 


a minimum guaranteed annual wage in terms of 


the things he purchases. 


Brannan put it this way in his testimony 
before a joint session of the House Committee 
on Agriculture and the Senate Committee of 
Agriculture: and Forestry: “Price supports 
are the farmer’s equivalent te the laboring 
man’s minimum wage, social security, and 
collective bargaining arrangements.” Bran- 
nan as the Secretary of Agriculture is the 
farmer’s special pleader, his “union leader.” 


The easiest way to understand the Brannan 
plan is to see it work. He takes farm market- 
ings for the last 10 years and divides by the 
farmer’s cost of living (that is by the prices 


farmers pay for goods and services, including in- 


terest and taxes). That gives the farmer’s “real 
income” year by year as follows:

Farm “real income” for the 10 years averages 
out to $18,218,000,000 in 1939-48 dollars. That’s 
Brannan’s minimum—assuming the farmer’s cost 
of living index is at 100. But today his cost of liv- 
ing. index registers 144. So, a cash income of $26,- 
234,000,000 in 1949 is necessary to obtain a real 


income of $18,218,000,000 ($18,218,000,000 multi- 


plied by 144). 


Now, Brannan proceeds to work out a formula 
to determine the support price for farm products. 
Again he uses a 10-year average. He takes actual 
receipts of farm marketings for the preceding 
nine years and adds to it the department’s esti- 
mate of the current year’s marketings. For 1940- 
1949 that would work out to $20,980,000,000. And 
that fixes for Brannan the support price for in- 
dividual commodities at 125 percent of the level 
in the preceding years, (The 125 percent is ob- 
tained by dividing the “Brannan cash minimum” 
of $26,234,000,000 by the 10-year average of $20,- 
980,000,000.) .

For that reason the foreign | 
ministers, according to Acheson,| 
were in complete accord with the| 
U. S. decision not to send guided 
missiles and other sécret weapons 
to Europe. 

It is also understood that Ache- 
son stated that the smaller west- 
ern European countries empha- 
sized the desirability of doing noth- 
ing that might *%inflame” Russia 
to overt action. Norway, Denmark 
and ‘Holland, particularly, stressed 
this point. They warned against 
taking any military steps under 
the pact that would give the war 
group in Russia grounds for pre- 
cipitating an irretrievable  situa- 
tion. 


Norwegian Foreign Minister 
Lange, Acheson told the Senate 
Committee, declared flatly that 
his Government would give no 
bases to the U. 8S. No such re- 
quest was made. Russian propa- 
ganda organs have claimed that 
the granting of such bases was 
one of the secret understandings 
of the pact. Both the U. 8S. and 
Norway have denied this conten- 
tion. 


In his talks with Acheson, Lange 
explained that while Norway will 
withhold bases to any foreign 
country, she will push vigorous 
measures to develop her own 
bases.

This reporter comes upon queer and curi- 
ous things in Georgia’s religious world as he 
rambles around. For instance, he finds one 
preacher in Georgia who never finished the fifth grade in 


his school work, yet has. the

This reporter was chocked as he 
studied an art glass window in 


one of the richest, biggest churches 
in the State. In an art panel 25 
inches in diameter there is a love- 
ly spray of flowers, the only de- 
sign in the panel. That spray of 
flowers consists of four roses, and 
nothing else save a few rose 
leaves. 


St. James Episcopal Church at 
Marietta for more than 100 years 
has had a useful, honorable career. 
Its membership today approaches 
900. Yet, at one time. in that 
church’s history, the entire mem- 
bership comsisted of one member. 


Conversions Lag 


According to authentic reports 
as to new converts in 1948 in Am- 
erican churches of all denomina- 
tions, at least 4,000 churches last 
year did not report.a solitary con- 
‘vert. More than 250 of those 
churches are in Georgia. 

For this alarming situation there 
are several explanations. It may 
be that there are no unconverted 
people, since 82 percent of Ameri- 
cans say they are living saved 
lives.

They la- 
bored a full year in a field white 
unto the harvest, with not a single 
convert reported. The devils in 
hell are mighty glad to hear that 
report. 


Busy Bishop Moore 


Whatever his salary may be, 
Bishop Arthur J. Moore earns it. 
Like Jehu of old, the bishop has 
to “drive furiously” to meet and 
fill all his engagements. For in- 
stance, the past three days he has 
dedicated a total of six churches 
‘and parsonages, besides taking 
‘part in a motorcade and other 
| functions. 

During the nine years Bishop 
Moore has been Bishop in Charge 
of the Atlanta Episcopal Area he 
has. dedicated 600 churches and 
parsonages, and now has a wait- 
ing list of 50 more. Four hundred 
and fifty of the churches and par- 
sonages dedicated by the Bishop 
are in Georgia. 

Last Friday he dedicated the 
parsonage at Clarkesville, and 
Mossy Creek’s new church build- 
ing. Saturday he dedicated the 
Bethel church at Lumpkin camp 
ground, and the parsonage of the 
Hall Circuit pastor. Yesterday he 
dedicated the Oakwood church 
and then participated in a motor- 
cade to Flowery Branch, where a 
parsonage dedication took place. 

A dedication service involves at 
least a half-day of the Bishop’s 
time. Six hundred dedications in 
nine years means 300 days’ time 
consumed. This seems a heavy 
burden, a great part of which 
might be taken off the Bishop’s 
shoulders. 

Dedicating 600 churches. and 
parsonages in nine years is but 
one of the minor activities of 
Bishop Moore. Since January 1 
he has conducted five revival cam- 
paigns, attended numerous official 
board meetings, directed the work 
of restoring Old Church at Ox. 
ford. He is president of the two 
Georgia Methodist Conferences; 
chairman of the Methodist Board 
of Missions and Church Exten- 
sion; chairman of the Southeast- 
ern Jurisdictional Council 
active in a dozen other ways.
